utouſly, and ſaid proudly, This man 
recelueth Sinners, and catcth and 
drinketh withthem. Hereupon our 
Saujour percut#t, conſolatur, prouocat, 
checks the proud Phariſes, comforts 
the humble Publicans, and ſtirres vp 
euery ſinner to repentance. And, 
that he may hunt the Phariſcs out of 
theſe thickets of pride and enuy, he 
deliuers three parables,that the ſame 
be as a threefold cord, not cafily 
broken. The firſt 15, of a man thar 
hath loſt a ſheepe,and goes carctully 
1tcer it.

NCi- 
ther doth this conceit make the 
Saints equall to the Angels onely, 
but both Saints and Angels to Al- 
mighty God, in reſpect of that in- 
communicable Attribute, his 0mn:- 
ſcience, whereof no creature is capa- 
ble.

[vnfained repentance, or in the lite to 
.come,by cternall rorments. Now if 
| any,notwithſtanding all this,wil yet 
remaine impenitent , and hope for 
mercy; ler him heare what Ch7yſoff. 
” ſaith, 
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Corinth, hom. parcat,cum tu tibi minime parcas? How 
23 canſt thou defire God to haxe compaſizon 
vpou thee, when thou haſt no compaſſion 
vpon thy ſelfe ? Aulus Gellius writes, 
that the Romanes ſent the Carthanini- 
ans haſtam,c caduceum: aſpeare and 
a white wand, the cnlignes of war & 
peace,and offered them their choiſe. 
So deales the Lord with vs, vpon 
our repentance hee offers vs conditi- 
ons of Peace; bur it we ſtand out,hee 
proclaimes open war againſt vs, by 
Iſa, 48:22. {his holy Harold the Prophet 7/a;ah, 
ſaying, There i n0 peace tothe wicked, 
ſaith the Lord. — 
Repentance, I know, is yrkeſome} 
to neſh & bloud, but the iſſue therof 
2. Cor. 7.10... | is comfortable. for it is to faluation. 
And how much better is it to mourn 
and {orrow heere, where comfort is 
to be had, then in hell, where there 
is no hope, no helpe * Better it is 
(10 Weepe here for our {innes, where 
our feed of teares may procure vs a 
toyfull harueſt, then to reſcrue them
